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COLEMAN COLISEUM 


Since 1968, Coleman Coliseum has served as the home court of the 
Crimson Tide basketball team and the venerable structure has seen 
more than 450 Alabama wins under its distinctive arched roof. 

Originally known as Memorial Coliseum, it remains one of colle 
basketball's finest facilities and was decades ahead of its time when 
originally constructed at a cost of $4.2 million. The structure occupies 
two acres of land, with the roof reaching 90 feet above the playing 
surface and almost 100,000 square feet of space in the main seating 
bowl. At its inception, the Coliseum’s capacity of 15,032 easily was 
the biggest in the Southeastern Conference and the fifth-largest in the 
nation, 

In 1988, the arena was re-dedicated as Coleman Coliseum in honor 
of Jeff Coleman, a longtime Crimson Tide historian, business manager 
and alumni director, who served on the committee that oversaw the 
Coliseum’s planning and construction. 

Coleman Coliseum saw its greatest transformation prior to the 
2005-06 season, when the entire facility was near gutted and updated 
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in grand fashion. Behind a bold modernized facade, the interior lobbies 
and concourses were expanded and upgraded along with offices, locker 
rooms and support facilities. In the main seating area, 15,316 new 
seats, all theater style and many of them padded, welcomed raucous 
crowds along with a new club area along the east side of the court. 
The improvements didn’t stop there, as the consistently evolving facility 
continues to receive upgrades each season to keep it at the forefront 
of the nation’s basketball facilities. The most recent included a new 
state-of-the-art high-definition scoreboard hanging over center court 
and additional courtside seating to bring the facility's capacity to 15,383 

The Coliseum also features an auxiliary gym that houses two full 
size courts at the team's disposal for practices and individual workouts 
The facility also includes state-of-the-art video, training, weight and 
equipment roams 

In addition to Alabama's 14 NBA first-round draft picks, the Coliseum 
has welcomed some of the finest players in college basketball history, 
ranging from Pete Maravich to Shaquille O'Neal

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PRESIDENT 


DR. JUDY L. BONNER 


Dr. Judith L. Bonner was named the 28th president of The University of Alabama on November 1, 2012. Founded in 
1831, the University is the state’s flagship and a student-centered comprehensive research university. 


Dr. Bonner served as interim president from March 5 until August 31, 2012. She was promoted to executive vice 
president and provost on April 1, 2006, after serving as provost and vice president for Academic Affairs since March 
2003. During the decade she served as provost, the University underwent transformational change growing from 
19,000 students in 2003 to more than 33,600 in 2012. Each year, the academic strength of the student body and 
the faculty exceeded the record set the previous year. Alabama’s athletics programs likewise have excelled in recent 
years with four teams winning national championships in 2011-12. 


Dr. Bonner joined the faculty at The University of Alabama in 1981 as associate professor and head of the department 
of human nutrition and hospitality. She served as assistant academic vice president from 1985-1990 and as special 
assistant to the president from 1989-91. Promoted to professor in 1988, she was named dean of the College of 
Human Environmental Sciences in 1989 and held that position until 2003. Prior to coming to UA, she held faculty 
appointments in the department of pediatrics at UAB and the department of medical dietetics at The Ohio State 
University. 


Dr. Bonner earned her bachelor’s and master’s degrees from The University of Alabama and her Ph.D. from The Ohio 
State University, all in nutrition. Her research, focused on nutritional needs of chronically ill children and on eating 
disorders, has resulted in numerous publications. 


Dr. Bonner is an active member of civic, scientific and professional organizations. Among other awards and honors, 
her accolades include the Distinguished Alumni Award from The Ohio State University, the AHEA Leader Award and 
the award for Outstanding Dietitian for the state of Alabama.

William R. "Bill" Battle was named Director of 
Athletics at The University of Alabama on Friday, 
March 22, 2013, succeeding Mal Moore who 
had held the position since November, 1999. 
Battle joined the Crimson Tide after a career as 
a college football coach and entrepreneur that 
consistently was hallmarked by innovation and 
foresight 

Avnative of Birmingham, Ala., Battle attended 
The University of Alabama on a football 
scholarship and enjoyed a successful playing 
career a8 a three-year starter at end for the Crimson Tide under 
legendary head coach Paul “Bear” Bryant from 1960-62. Battle was 
a member of Bryant's first national championship team at Alabama 
in 1961. Generally regarded as the team’s best end throughout his 
playing, career, he came to Tuscaloosa after starring in three sports at 
Birmingham's West End High School 

‘An excellent student, Battle holds a bachelor's degree from The 
University of Alabama anda master’s degree from The University of 
Oklahoma. He was ah Academic All-SEC selection as a senior In 1962 
and was selected to play in the Senior Bowl all-star game in Mabile, 
Ala., in January of 1963. Battle was named first team tight end and 
second team defensive end on The University of Alabama All Decade 
Team of the 1960s. 

Battle entered the coaching profession as a graduate assistant at 
The University of Oklahoma in 1963 under famed head ‘éoach Bud 
Wilkinson, in 1964 and 1965, he served as an assistant coach at the 
United Stetes Military Academy while serving a two-year military tour 
In. 1966, he moved on to the University of Tennessee, where he served 
as an assistant coach under head coach Doug Dickey for four seasons 
(1966-69) until he was named head coach of the Volunteers in 1970, 
When he was named head coach, Battle was the youngest head coach 
in college football at the age of 28. 

During his seven-year tenure as the Tennessee head coach (1970- 
76); Battle's teams went 59-22-2, finished three seasons ranked in the 
nation’s top 10 among five top-20 finishes and won four out of five 
bowl games, Battle's Tennessee teams won 11 games once (1970) and 
at least 10 games in three different seasons (1970, 1971 and 1972). His 
first Tennessee team finished the season ranked fourth in both national 
polls. The 1971 team finished ninth in both national polls while his 1972 
Tennessee squad had a final ranking of eighth by the Associated Press 
and 1th in the coaches’ poll. 
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Battle began a career in the private sector after his coaching career 
ended. He held various positions within Circle S Industries in Selma, 
Ala., and served as president of two different companies, as well as vice 
chairman of the Circle S Holding Company board, During his six years at 
Circle S, the organization grew from two companies earning $12 million 
in annual sales to 10 companies earning $60 million: 

Battle founded The Collegiate Licensing Company (CLC) in 1981, 
arid he served as president and chief executive officer (CEO) until 
2002, He also served as chairman of the board of Licensing Partners 
International (LPI), which was created in 2001 to represent the licensing 
interests of non-collegiate sports properties, as well as corporate and 
‘entertainment properties. 

A. 1981 inductee into the Alabama Sports Hall of Fame, Battle 
was inducted as the first member in the charter class of the National 
Collegiate Licensing Association Hall of Fame in 2000. He received 
the 2005 Paul W. Bryant Alumni Athlete Award at The University of 
Alabama and was inducted into the International Licensing Industry 
Merchandisers Association (LIMA) Hall of Fame-in 2008 

Battle received a National Football Foundation award in December. 
2008 for Outstanding Contributions to Amateur Football. In June 2010, 
he was inducted into the National Association of Collegiate Marketing 
Administrators’ (NACMA) Hall of Fame and later was inducted into 
thé Tennessee Sports Hall 6f Fame; receiving its Lifetime Achievement 
Award in 2011, Battle currently serves on the boards of the Bank of 
North Georgia)/the Bryant-Jordan Student-Athlete Foundation, The 
University of Alabama A-Club Educational & Charitable Foundation, the 
Crimson Tide Foundation, and the National Football Foundation. 

Battle’s wife Mary is a summa cum laude graduate of the University 
of Texas Schoo! of Nursing, with a Bachelor of Science degree in 
nursing. She eared a Masters of Science in healtheare administration 
from the University of Alabama-Birmingham. Mary currently serves on 
the board of WellStar Health Systems of Atlants, Ga,, where she also 
serves on the WellStar’s Foundation Board, in addition to serving as 
chairperson of WellStar’s Major Gifts Committee. A member of the 
Arthritis: Foundation of Birmingham, stie is active in fundraising for 
research of rheumatoid arthritis. 

The Battles have been active in fundraising for UAB's Department 
‘of Rheumatology and the school's Stem Cell Institute. In their leisure 
time, the Battles enjoy life on their ranch in Georgia. Mary is an avid 
‘equestrian while Bill enjoys working on various projects around the 
ranch.

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SEASON OUTLOOK

As his team embarks on its 2013-14 season, it’s actually 
a bit of a different concept for University of Alabama men’s 
basketball coach Anthony Grant, and obviously one that’s been 
years in the making 

For arguably the first time since arriving prior to the 2009-10 
season, Grant has what can only be described as a veteran team, 
Granted, he again has only one scholarship senior on the roster, 
but the coach could have a starting lineup in which the youngest 
player is a junior. 

That's a huge contrast from his other Crimson Tide teams, 
which have combined to go 86-52 overall and 39-27 in the 
Southeastern Conference. A season ago, Alabama ranked 303rd 
out of 347 Division | teams in terms of overall roster experience, 
and five of the top six scorers in 2012-13 were either freshmen 
or sophomores 

“We have more experience than we've had since I've been 
here and that’s obviously very important, especially when you're 
talking about being one of the youngest teams in the country 
the past couple of years,” says Grant. “I'm excited about that. 

“We have six returners who have a level of experience. 
Obviously we're a little thin and hopefully the injury bug won't 
hit us like it did last year.” 

Depth concerns aside, the program is coming off three 
straight 20-win seasons and postseason appearances. However, 
the expectation isn’t for another berth in the National Invitational 
Tournament, where Alabama reached the 2011 championship

game and the 2013 quarterfinals, but to land another NCAA bid, 
as the Tide did in 2012, and this time advance. 

In order to do so, Alabama will have to avoid setbacks like 
last December's swoon, during which both the only senior and 
the starting center went down with injuries and the young 
Crimson Tide responded by going 1-5. 

“I'm excited about the leadership that we have on the 
team," says Grant, who got an early look at the squad when 
the Crimson Tide went on a five-game, 10-day trip to Europe 
in August, with stops in The Netherlands, Belgium and France, 

In addition to playing some basketball and seeing guard 
Retin Obasohan's home of Antwerp, the Crimson Tide visited 
numerous historic European landmarks, including the Anne 
Frank Museum, Notre Dame Cathedral, Champ Elysees, and 
Versailles. 

“It was a great trip for us,” says Grant. “To me, the greatest 
advantage of being able to do something like that is the team 
bonding that you get. You obviously get a chance to get on the 
floor early in the summer, so we benefitted from the chance to 
see our new guys, get them familiar with what we want from a 
practice standpoint. 

“The games were more for getting guys some experience, 
seeing how our guys played together, and seeing our guys play 
some outside competition.” 

For Swedish center Carl Engstrom, the summer trip was 
his first organized basketball since sustaining a season-ending 
knee injury at Cincinnati on Dec. 1, 2012. At the time, the Tide 
coaches felt that Engstrom had just turned a corner, and the 
7-footer had earned a spot in the starting lineup. 

"Carl has done a great job getting himself back healthy,” says 
Grant. “He was able to go through everything we did here this 
summer, He's progressing really nicely, especially for still being 
pretty new to the game of basketball. You look back, he’s played 
only three or four years now.” 

The summer trip likewise provided a big boost for junior Nick 
Jacobs, who at 6-foot-8, 245 pounds also is looking to solidify 
his spot in the starting lineup. Jacobs came off the bench in 32 
of his 36 games as a sophomore while averaging 7.6 points and 
4.1 rebounds. 

“Nick had a really good offseason,” says Grant. “We buckled 
down with Nick when he was making that decision to commit, 
physically and mentally, to becoming the best basketball player 
he can be. He is doing a really good job, dropped about 30 
pounds of extra weight that he needed to take off, and is in the 
best physical shape of his life.” 

While Jacobs has been working closely with strength and 
conditioning coach Lou Deneen, the Crimson Tide added 
freshmen forwards Jimmie Taylor (6-10, 240 pounds) and 
Shannon Hale (6-8, 220), who could quickly earn their way into 
the mix. 

Guards Rodney Cooper and Levi Randolph also are looking 
to take the next step in their careers. The backcourt duo have 
combined to play in 135 games and make 115 starts, while filling 
a variety of roles. 
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The 6-6 Cooper actually led the 2012-13 team in rebounds 
and was third in scoring by averaging 10.2 points. The 6-5 
Randolph, who was an Academic All-America candidate in 
2012-13, raised his production while leading Alabama in scoring 
in four of its five 2012 postseason games (SEC Tournament 
included). When he scored at least seven points in a game, the 
Crimson Tide went 16-4. 

“One of the strengths of our team is its versatility, so we 
have guys who can play multiple positions and we want to take 
advantage of that,” says Grant, who used numerous different 
starting lineups last season 

“We obviously have some different options, but once we 
start to practice and develop as a team this stuff will play itself 
out.” 

The Tide backcourt should receive a boost from the addition 
of Obasohan and transfer Algie Key, a two-time Junior College 
All-American at Barton Community College (where he averaged 
17.6 points and 6.2 rebounds in 2012-13). A redshirt sophomore, 
Obasohan averaged only 13.0 minutes in 31 games a year ago, 
but he still made 27 steals and was named the team’s most 
improved player. 

“Over the final 10 games of last year, Retin played about 
as good as any guard that we had,” Grant says. “Hopefully he 
can take the experience that he got last year, and he’s worked 
extremely hard this summer, and put that experience to use. 
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“I'm looking forward to seeing how he develops as he 
prepares for the upcoming season.” 

Battled-tested senior Trevor Releford should be the key area 
of focus for most opposing coaches in 2013-14. Releford — 
already Alabama's career steals leader — was named All-SEC by 
the Associated Press and to the conference’s 2013 All-Defensive 
Team. 

Releford led the 2012-13 Crimson Tide not only in scoring 
by averaging 14.9 points, but also in three-point shooting (40.7 
percent), free-throw shooting (82.4), field goals made (167), and 
shots (351), while ranking second on the team in assists (85). 

“We're obviously excited to have Trevor back,” says Grant. 
“He is one of the best guards in the SEC, if not the country. 
He’s obviously been through the rigors of SEC play and college 
basketball, and I’m really proud of him. 

“I think all of his goals are within sight.”

three consecutive winning seasons against

Grant boasts a record of 86-52 (.623) during 
his four years at the Capstone, with an overall 
record of 162-77 (.678) during his seven seasons 
as a head coach.

For the third time in as many years, Grant's 
squad displayed an aggressive, disruptive and 
disciplined style that resulted in one of the top 
defenses in the nation during 2012-13. Alabama 
led the SEC in conference games with 9. 1 
steals per game while ranking second in the 
league and 18th nationally in scoring defense, 
holding the opposition te 58.4 points per game.

points during the 2012-13 season. 
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Fifth Season 


Anthony Grant enters his fifth season on 
the Crimson Tide bench in 2013-14. in four 
seasons since taking over as head coach of 
the Alabama men's basketball program, Grant 
looks to continue the momentum he has built 
during his time at the helm of the Crimson Tide. 

Coming into the 2013-14 season, Grant 
has led his team to three consecutive 
postseason appearances, including a pair of 
National Invitation Tournament berths (2011 
NIT runner-up and 2013 NIT quarterfinalist), 
as well as an at-large selection to the 2012 
NCAA Tournament - Alabama's first NCAA 


campaign in 2012- 
13, Grant now has guided Alabama to three 
consecutive 20-win seasons, which is first time 
that has been achieved at Alabama since the 
1990, 1991 and 1992 seasons — a span of just 
over 20 years. In fact, Grant has racked up 69 
wins in the past three years (2011-2013), going 
69-37 (.651) over that span. Alabama's 33 SEC 
Victories in the past three years are third behind 


Grant's teams have been just as successful 
in the classroom, with his 2009-10 and 2011- 
12 teams posting a perfect 1,000 score in the 
NCAA's Academic Progress Rate (APR). Five of 
Grant's teams have achieved that feat and the 
program boasts an average APR score of 985 
during his tenure, Alabama led all SEC men’s 
basketball programs in 2013 with six players 
named to the SEC Academic Roll. 

Grant now has coached eight all-conference 
selections and 19 SEC all-academic performers 
during his time at the Capstone. Furthermore, 
Alabama basketball currently hsa the highest 
APR in the SEC and its APR number ranks 
among the top 10 percent of all Division | men’s 
basketball programs. 

it was more of the same during the 2011-12 
campaign, as Alabama surpassed 20 wins while 
the Tide's defense allowed an average of 58.1 
points per game — the ninth-lowest average in 
the nation and sixth-lowest in SEC history. 

Alabama's defensive numbers in 2011-2 
were even more impressive when taking into 
consideration the competition the Tide faced, as 
its strength of schedule was the 29th-toughest 
in the nation and the third-toughest in the SEC. 

Following the first full year in Grant's system 
to acclimate themselves to producing 94 feet 
of pressure on both offense and defense, the 
2010-11 Alabama team rebounded from a 
trying start to win 25 games and claim the SEC 
Western Division title. Fans helped make the 
Tide's home court one of the toughest in the 
nation, with a sterling 19-0 home record, 

Three of those 2010-11 home wins came 
in the Tide's first postseason appearance since 
2007, with a berth in the National Invitation 
Tournament. Harnessing the frustration 
‘of narrowly missing out on the NCAA field, 
the Tide cruised through its first three NIT 
‘opponents by an average of 15 points to 
advance to Madison Square Garden and the 
NIT semifinals for the sixth time in school 
history. A victory over Colorado propelled the 
Tide to its second NIT championship game, 
where it fell to Wichita State, 

Along the way to the NIT final, Grant's 
coaching style helped make the Tide one of 
the best defenses ih SEC history, as Alabama 
aliowed only 59.4 points per game, the top

Grant took the reins of the Tide on March 
29, 2009, after a three-year head coaching stint 
at Virginia Commonwealth University, where he 
led the Rams to a 24-10 record in 2008-09 and 
a No. 11 seed in the NCAA Tournament before 
falling to UCLA in the final seconds, 65-64. The 
NCAA appearance was the second in Grant's 
three-year tenure at VCU and third straight 
postseason appearance. He amassed a 76-25 
(752) record at VCU, with a 45-9 (.833) mark 
in Colonial Athletic Association (CAA) games. 

Grant's VCU teams won three straight CAA 
regular-season championships and two CAA 
Tournament titles. His two NCAA Tournament 
appearances included a 79-77 upset win over 
Duke in the 2007 tournament. That season saw 
Grant lead the Rams to a progtam-best 28-7 
record and CAA Coach of the Year honors. 

A Miami native, Grant is no stranger to the 
Southeastern Conference after serving 10 years 


DEVELOPING FUTURE NBA TALENT 


As both a head coach and assistant coach, Anthony Grant has developed a reputation 
for preparing his players to play at the highest level, with 14.of his former players having 
been selected in the NBA draft. 


Of those 14, 10 have been first-round selections with five coming in the top 10. 

At VCU, Grant developed a pair future NBA stars in Eric Maynor and Larry Sanders. 
Maynor was selected in the first round, 20th overall, by the Utah Jazz, and became 
VCU's first-ever first-round pick. Maynor became the 13th Grant-coached or recruited 
player and eighth first-rounder, to be selected in the NBA draft. 

In 2010, Sanders became the 14th, as the virtually unknown forward was selected 15th 


overall by Milwaukee Bucks, following two years of tutelage under Grant and one under 
Shaka Smart

coach Billy Donovan. Grant helped lead the 
Gators to their first national title in 2006 and 
laid the groundwork for Florida's 2007 national 
championship before departing for VCU. 

While Grant was on the Florida staff, the 
Gators won the SEC Tournament in 2005 and 
2006, captured three SEC Easter Division titles 
(2000, 2001 and 2002) and earned back-to-back 
SEC Championship titles in 2000 and 2001 
In 1999 and 2000, the program made its first 
back-to-back NCAA "Sweet 16” appearances 
in school history and appeared in the 2000 
national championship game, During Grant's 
time in Gainesville, the Gators advanced to the 
NCAA Tournament eight straight seasons and 
compiled 3 226-98 (.698) record, 

Grant followed Donovan to Florida in 1996, 
after spending two seasons at Marshall (1994- 
96), Prior to that, Grant spent one season as an 
assistant coach at Stetson (1993-94). He earlier 
began his coaching career in the high school 
ranks in his hometown of Miami, where his 
teams won three state titles and were nationally 
ranked five times during Grant's time as an 
assistant coach at Miami Senior High School 
(1987-92). He went on to serve one season 
as head coach at Miami Central High School 
(1992-93) 

Noted as a strong recruiter, Grant recruited 
and coached nine McDonald's All-Americans 
and eight NBA first-round draft picks at Florida. 
Prior to Grant arriving at Florida, the Gators had 


produced only two first-round picks in school 
history. 

Prior to entering coaching, Grant played his 
collegiate career at the University of Dayton 
(1983-87), guiding the Flyers to a 70-49 (.588) 
overall mark, a pait of NCAA Tournament 
appearances and one NIT berth. In his 105 
appearances in a Flyer uniform, Grant averaged 
11,6 points and 6.7 rebounds per game and 
was named the team’s most valuable player as 


a senior.

John Brannen, who begins his fifth season 
on the Alabama coaching staff in 2013-14, 
was promoted to the role of associate head 
coach after serving his first four seasons at the 
Capstone as the program's assistant coach and 
recruiting coordinator. He served in the same 
role on Anthony Grant's staff at VCU and now 
has been now a part of Grant's staff for a total 
of eight seasons 

Brannen has been an integral part on 
assisting the Crimson Tide to three consecutive 
20-win seasons for the first time since the 1990, 
1991 and 1992 campaigns — a span of just over 
20 years. He helped lead the 2012-13 Alabama 
team to a 23-13 overall record (12-6 SEC) as the 
squad reached the quarterfinals of the NIT and 
finished second in the SEC. it marked the third 
consecutive season the Tide has reached the 
postseason. 

In 2012, Brannen assisted in directing the 
Crimson Tide to the NCAA Toumament, the 
program's first NCAA appearance since the 2006 
season. Alabama finished with a 21-12 mark and 
won the 2012 SEC West Division title. 

InBrannen’s second season at Alabama(2011), 
he helped quide the Tide to a 25-12 record and 
an appearance in the NIT championship game 
and an SEC Western Division crown. Along the 
way, the Tide’s defense became one of the best 
in the nation while making Coleman Coliseum 
one of the most hostile home courts in the 
country with Alabama posting a 19-0 record at 
home. 

Brannen's efforts in recruiting also have 
drawn national acclaim, as he helped the Tide 
land the nation’s No. 5 recruiting class in 2011 

Since 2006, Brannen has been a member 
of the prestigious Villa 7 consortium, which 
brings together the country's elite assistant 
basketball coaches in an effort to prepare the 
next generation of college basketball leaders 

In addition to his recruiting duties, Brannen 
focuses on player development, scouting and 
game preparation. He works particularly close 
with the Crimson Tide perimeter players. 

During his time at VCU (2007-09), Brannen 
helped coach the Rams to three straight 
conference titles and postseason appearances, 
including two NCAA Tournaments. 

At VCU he continued to develop his 
reputation as one of the nation’s premier 
recruiters in landing 2 2007 recruiting class that 
was ranked in the top 20 nationally. Brannen 
followed that up with 2 2008 class that was 
ranked third among mid-major programs by 
rivals.com and a 2009 class that was ranked fifth. 


His 2008 class went on to comprise the starting 
five of VCU's memorable Final Four run in 2011. 


In addition to recruiting the Rams’ 
championship teams, Brannen helped coach 
the program to a 76-25 record in his three 
seasons, with 12 players earning All-Colonial 
Athletic Association honors including two-time 
CAA Player of the Year Eric Maynor. 

Brannen joined Grant at VCU after spending 
three seasons in the same capacity at St 
Bonaventure, where he was the architect of the 
program's world-wide recruiting plan to help 
rebuild the Bonnies’ program. In his first recruiting 
season, Brannen helped add six student-athletes 
to the rapidly growing St. Bonaventure program. 

Before his stint at St. Bonaventure, Brannen 
was the top assistant at Eastern Kentucky for 
three seasons, While there, he recruited back- 
to-back classes that were ranked in the top 
100 nationally, led by the school's all-time 
leading scorer, He also was responsible for EKU’s 
acaclemic mentoring, scheduling, the pragram’s 
summer camps, and strength and conditioning. 

Brannen earlier spent the 1999-2000 season 
at the University of Charleston, helping coach 
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the squad to a 28-4 record and an appearance 
in the second round of the NCAA Division II 
Tournament 

‘4 1997 graduate of Marshall University with 
a degree in business management, Brannen 
played at Marshall when Grant was an assistant 
for the Herd., A standout on both the court and 
in the classroom, he was a Rhodes Scholar finalist 
and received postgraduate scholarships from 
both the NCAA and Southern Conference, 

Brannen led the Southern Conference in 
scoring his senior season (1996-97) by averaging 
20.9 points per game and was named the 
league tournament MVP. He began his collegiate 
career at Morehead State before transferring to 
Marshall, where he scored 1,008 points in only 
two seasons. 

Fallowing graduation from Marshall, Brannen 
played two seasons professionally in Belgium's 
First Division, earning all-star honors and 
serving as a player-coach, Originally hailing from 
Covington, Ky., Brannen is married to the former 
isa Elswick.

Following his graduation from the Capstone 
with a degree in biology, Pettway played 
professionally for the Huntsville Flight of the

While with the Reach, he was named the 
league's rookie of the year in 2004. 


Pettway is married to the former Kim Minor, 
also a University of Alabama graduate. The 
couple has one son, Kingston. 


Tony Pujol begins his fifth season on the 
Alabama staff and fourth as an assistant 
coach in 2013-14, after initially serving as the 
program's director of operations during the 
2009-10 campaign. 

During his first three seasons as an assistant 
coach, Pujol played a pivotal role in assisting 
the Crimson Tide to three consecutive 20-win 
seasons for the first time since the 1990, 1991 
and 1992 campaigns — a span of just over 20 
years. 

In 2012-13, Pujol helped lead Alabama 
to a 23-13 overall record (12-6 SEC) as the 
squad reached the quarterfinals of the NIT and 
finished second in the SEC. It marked the third 
consecutive season the Tide has reached the 
postseason, 

During Pujol’s second year as an assistant, 
the Crimson Tide was selected to participate 
in the 2012 NCAA Tournament, its first trip 
to the NCAAs since 2006, after winning 21 
games overall and nine against Southeastern 
Conference opponents, Alabama played one of 
the toughest schedules in the league and the 
nation, ranking third and 29th, respectively. The 
Tide’s signature gritty defense was ever present 
as its opponents shot only 38.9 percent from 
the floor while averaging 58.1 points per game. 

In his first season as an assistant for the 
Tide, Pujol helped guide the 2010-11 squad 
to a 25-12 record, an SEC Western Division 
championship and an appearance in the NIT 
title game. His work with the Tide’s defense 
helped produce one of the toughest defenses 
in the nation, as the Tide surrendered only 59.4 
points per game, the eighth-lowest average in 
the nation. 

That 2010-11 defensive effort also ranked 
as one of the best in the history of the 
Southeastern Conference, as the 10th-lowest 
average in SEC history and lowest since 1984. 
Alabama's tenacious defense helped make 
Coleman Coliseum one of the toughest places 
in the nation to play, as the Tide posted a 19-0 
home record in 2010-11. 

On the recruiting trail, Pujol has helped turn 
Alabama into a national presence. His efforts 


helped the Tide land a 2011 recruiting class 
that rivals.com ranked as the fifth-best in the 
nation, with four prospects ranked in the top 
100 nationally, 

Pujol and Crimson Tide head coach Anthony 
Grant have a long and dynamic relationship, as 
Pujol served on Grant's staff at VCU for three 
seasons. The pair also both hail from Miami and 
began their coaching careers as high school 
coaches in south Florida. 

While at VCU, Pujol and Grant coached the 
Rams to three straight conference titles and 
postseason appearances, including a pair of 
NCAA berths. He worked with 12 all-Colonial 
Athletic Association selections, two-time CAA 
Player of the Year Eric Maynor, and helped 
recruit a class that was ranked No. 5 among 
mid-major programs.

* More than 100 former players, coaches and staff were recognized in 
a halftime celebration, 

* The game vs. Texas A&M on Jan. 19 marked the 2,500th in Alabama 
program history. 

* The Tide has an all-time record of 1,568-950-1 (.623), which includes 
742-587 (.571) in SEC play. UA has made 31 NCAA (19) of

Alabama has a long and storied tradition of preparing players to compete at the highest level, with more than 
20 formier Crimson Tide student-athletes using their experience at the Capstone to build successful NBA careers 
Alabama has seen its stars go on to win nine NBA Championships, six All-Star selections, six All-Defensive Team 
honors, three All-Rookie honors and more than $390 million in career earnings on the NBA harcwood. All told, 
Alabama players have gone on to sult up in more than 10,000 NBA games and scored more than 90,000 all-time 
points. 


ALABAMA'S SEVEN-TIME NBA WORLD CHAMPION 

Any discussion of Alabama's place in the NBA begins and ends with sevenctime NBA world champion Robert 
Horry. Horry starred at Alabama from 1989-92 before the Houston Rockets selected him with the 11th pick of the 
1992 draft. Two years later, he led Houston to the first of back-to-back titles before moving on to Los Angeles, 
where he helped the Lakers win three consecutive titles in 2000, 2001 and 2002, Three seasons later he was with 
the San Antonio Spurs when they won titles in 2005 and 2007 Only six players in NBA history have won more 
titles than Horry and he (s the first player since 1976 to win more than six titles, He also is just one of only two 
players in NBA history to play for three different franchises that won NBA titles, Horry finished his career as the 
NBA alltime leader in playoff games, appearing in 244 games, seven more than Kareem Abdul-Jabbar Along 
the way, hie set the NA Finals record for steals in a game with seven against the Orlando Magic in the 1995 
Finals, His 261 three-pointers in playoff action rank as the second-most in NBA playoff history while his 40 in the 
Finals are the NBA record

ABAMA ACTIVE NBA PLAYER CAPSULES 


ALONZO GEE 
Alonzo Gee spent the majority of the past three seasons as a member of the Cleveland Cavaliers 
After stints with the San Antonio Spurs and Washington Wizards, Gee signed with the Cavaliers 
‘on Dec. 28, 2010, He re-signed with Cleveland on Sept. 10, 2012, for three years. Gee has steadily 
improved his production with the Cavs. In 2010-11, Gee started 29 of the 40 games and averaged 
24.3 minutes and 7.4 points, He bettered his numbers in 2011-12 by averaging 10.6 points and 
5.1 rebounds per game, his highest averages since entering the league, in 29.0 minutes of action, 
with starts in 31 of 63 games, Gee went on to start all 82 contests in 2012-13, while averaging 10.3 
points, 3.9 rebounds and a career-best 31.0 minutes, 


GERALD WALLACE 

Gerald Wallace was drafted at age 19 by the Sacramento Kings, making him the youngest player 
in the franchise's 62-year history. In 2002, his rookie year, Wallace placed second in the NBA Dunk 
Contest. He spent three seasons with the Kings before joining the Charlotte Bobcats in 2004. As 
a member of the Bobcats, Wallace became the franchise's first NBA All-Star in 2010, Wallace was 
traded the next year to Portland, where he finished out the season averaging 15.8 points and 7,6 
rebounds per game, He began the 2011-12 with the Trailblazers before being traded to the New 
Jersey Nets. Wallace signed a four-year deal on July, 11, 2012, to rejoin the Nets, who now are 
based out of Brooklyn, He then was part of a blockbuster trade that sent him to the Boston Celtics 
for the 2013-14 season. 


MO WILLIAMS 
Mo Williams was drafted by the Utah Jazz and signed the next year with the Milwaukee Bucks, 
where he spent four years of his career before signing with the Cleveland Cavaliers in 2008, During 
the 2008-09 season, Williams ranked third in the NBA in 3-point field goals made and fifth in free- 
throw percentage for the season while ranking second on the team in points per game and assists 
per game. Also during the 2008-09 season, Williams set his career-high for points in a game with 
44 (vs. Phoenix Suns on Feb. 11, 2009), He made his first NBA All-Star team during the 2008-09 
season, along with teammate LeBron James. In 2010, Williams was traded to the Los Angeles 
Clippers, where he averaged 15.2 points and 5.6 assists over the final 22 games of the season. 
Williams remained with the Clippers for the 2011-12 season before returning to Utah on June 29, 
2012, after being traded by Los Angeles. Williams started and played in 46 games during the 2012- 
13 season, while averaging 12,9 points and 6.2 assists a game for the Jazz. 
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ALABAMA FORMER NBA PLAYER CAPSULES 


MICHAEL ANSLEY 
Michael Ansley began his career with the Orlando Magic, playing with the team for two years. In 
his rookie season, Ansley ranked third among 1989 draft picks in scoring (8.7 points per game) 
and fifth among rookies in rebounding (5.1 rebounds per game). After two years with the Magic, 
Ansley continued his playing career with the Birmingham Bandits (CBA) for one season in 1992, 
when he averaged 34.9 points per game and 11.1 rebounds per game. Following his season with 
the Bandits, Ansley spent time with the NBA’s Philadelphia 76ers, Milwaukee Bucks and Charlotte 
Hornets, 


DAVID BENOIT 

David Benoit played eight seasons in the NBA, six of them with the Utah Jazz. Benoit signed with 
the Jazz in 1991 and played six years with the club, averaging 7.4 points, Benoit played the 1997- 
98 seasons with New Jersey and Orlando before moving overseas to play for Maccabi Tel-Aviv in 
Israel for two seasons, then returning to the Jazz in 2000-01. He began his professional career in 
Spain, where he was the league's rookie of the year in 1991 before moving on to the NBA, where 
he ultimately appeared in 57 playoff games. 


KEITH ASKINS 
Keith Askins spent nine seasons in the NBA, all with the Miami Heat. After his retirement in 2000, 
Askins continued his tenure with the Heat when he signed on to became an assistant coach and 
scout. During this time, the Heat won the 2006 NBA Championship. As a player, Askins received 
the Heat's team Leadership Award for the 1994-1995 and 1995-1996 seasons. He still ranks among 
Miami's all-time leaders in games played, three-point field goals and rebounds. Askins served as a 
captain for the Heat four straight seasons, from 1995-99. 


JASON CAFFEY 
Jason Caffey’s NBA career was highlighted by his two NBA championships with the Chicago Bulls 
in 1996 and 1997. Caffey was drafted by the Bulls in 1995 and averaged 9.6 minutes per game his 
rookie season before starting 19 games in his second season. During his run with the dominant 
Bulls, Caffey played in 35 NBA playoff games. He later played for the Golden State Warriors and 
Milwaukee Bucks, eventually retiring in December 2003, Caffey had his best professional season 
for Golden State during 1999-2000 when he averaged 12.0 points and 6.8 rebounds per game. 
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JERMAREO DAVIDSON 
Jermareo Davidson saw limited action in the NBA, playing 38 games with Charlotte in 2007-08 
and 14 with Golden State before being sidelined with an injury in 2008-09. Immediately prior to 
suffering the season-ending injury, he posted one of his best professional games with 11 points 
and 10 rebounds against Detroit. Between stops with Charlotte and Golden State, Davidson spent 
time with the Idaho Stampede and Sioux Falls Skyforce of the NBA D-League. 


T.R. DUNN 

TR. Dunn played 14 seasons in the NBA, spending time with the Portland Trailblazers, Denver 
Nuggets and Phoenix Suns, He was named to the NBA All-Defensive team three times (1983, 84, 
85) and he ranks second all-time in the Nuggets career steals ranks with 1,070. Dunn played in 993 
career games and missed only six games from 1979-1988. Following his retirement, he has been 
successful in the coaching ranks, serving as an assistant with Denver, Charlotte, the Charlotte Sting 
of the WNBA, Sacramento and most recently was an assistant with the Houston Rockets, Dunn's 
defensive legacy as an NBA player included being regarded as one of the toughest defenders ever 
to guard Michael Jordan, 


LEON DOUGLAS 
Leon Douglas was Alabama's first NBA first-round draft pick in 1976, when he was chosen by the 
Detroit Pistons fourth overall, Douglas played four seasons in Detroit, averaging double figures 
twice before signing and playing three seasons for the Kansas City Kings. Over his seven years 
in the NBA, Douglas averaged 9.6 points and 7.9 rebounds. After his NBA career, he played 
professionally in Europe. 


JIM FARMER 

Jim Farmer was drafted in the first round of the 1987 draft by the Dallas Mavericks. He spent 
five seasons in the NBA, playing with the Mavericks, Utah Jazz, Seattle Supersonics, Philadelphia 
76ers, Milwaukee Bucks and Denver Nuggets. He continued his playing career in the CBA in 1992 
with the Birmingham Bandits, as one of that league's top players before returning to the NBA for 
a season split between Milwaukee and Denver. Farmer played in 136 career games and averaged 
5.3 points per game. 


RECORDS & HISTORY 


ALABAMA FORMER NBA PLAYER CAPSULES 


RICHARD HENDRIX 
Richard Hendrix was selected in the second round of the 2008 NBA Draft by the Golden State 
Warriors. Hendrix was unable to secure a roster spot with the Warriors but became one of the 
top players in the NBA D-League with the Dakota Wizards, finishing second in the league in 
rebounding and earning league all-star honors. Following his season in the D-League and time 
spent on the Warriors summer league roster, Hendrix played in Spain's top professional league 
and earned rookie of the year honors in the league for 2010 


BUCK JOHNSON 
Buck Johnson played 16 years of professional basketball, splitting time between the NBA and 
Europe, During his seven-year NBA career, he spent six years with the Houston Rockets and one 
with the Washington Bullets. In five of his seasons in Houston, Johnson led the Rockets to the 
playoffs. Over the course of his NBA career, he scored 4,617 points, averaging 9.2 per game. 
During his time in Europe, Johnson was a perennial all-star 


ROBERT HORRY 
Robert Horry’s career is highlighted by seven NBA championships that he won with three different 
‘teams during his 16 years in the league. Horry became the second player in NBA history to win a 
championship with three different teams, including three with the Lakers (2000, 01, 02), two with 
the Rockets (1994, 95) and two with the Spurs (2005, 07). He participated in an NBA-record 244 
career playoff games and set the record for most 3-point field goals in Finals history (40). Horry, 
drafted by the Houston Rockets, was the first Rockets rookie since Hakeem Olajuwon to average 
double figures in points. 


REGGIE KING 
Reggie King was drafted in the first round by the NBA's Kansas City Kings and played there for 
four years before wrapping up his career with two seasons in Seattle, For his career, King averaged 
8.9 points per game and 6.2 rebounds in 438 total games. His second season in the league was 
his best, averaging 14.9 points and 9.7 rebounds in 81 total games. In 15 playoff games that year, 
King averaged 21.3 points and 9,9 rebounds per game. 
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LABAMA FORMER NBA PLAYER CAPSULES 


ANTONIO McDYESS 
Antonio McDyess started his career with the Denver Nuggets after being traded by the Clippers 
on draft day. In his rookie season, McDyess earned a spot on the 1996 NBA All-Rookie First Team 
averaging 13.4 points and 7.5 rebounds per game, In 1999, he was named to the All-NBA Third- 
Team for that season. He earned a spot on the 2001 NBA All-Star Team and was a part of the 
gold-medal-winning U.S. Men’s National Team at the 2000 Olympics in Sydney, Australia. After a 
five-year tenure with the Detroit Pistons, McDyess signed a free-agent contract with San Antonia in 
2009. He played in his 1,000th career game on March 9, 2011, getting the start against his former 
team, the Detroit Pistons, McDyess was waived by the Spurs on Dec. 19, 2011, ending his 17-year 
career in the league. 


DERRICK McKEY 

Derrick McKey was drafted in the 1987 first round by the Seattle Sonics and in that initial season 
he was named to the NBA All-Rookie Team, He averaged double figures in scoring eight straight 
seasons, from 1988-89 to 1995-96. McKey was named to the NBA All-Defensive second-team in 
1995 and 1996. He appeared in 142 career NBA playoff games and reached the NBA Finals in 
2000 with the Indiana Pacers. By the end of his career, McKey had accumulated 10,266 total points 
across 15 seasons, 


EDDIE PHILLIPS 
Eddie Phillips was drafted in the 1982 first round by the New Jersey Nets. He played 48 games in 
one season with the Nets, averaging 3.2 points and 1.6 rebounds to help the Larry Brown-coached 
Neis make a playoff appearance. 


JAMES ROBINSON 
James Robinson was picked 21st overall in the 1993 draft by the Portland Trailblazers. Throughout 
his seven seasons in the NBA, Robinson spent time with Portland, the Minnesota Timberwolves, 
Los Angeles Clippers and Orlando Magic. In the 1996-97 season, he led the Timberwolves in 
three-point percentage (,382) and tied for the team-lead in three-pointers made (102). Robinson 
once scored 23 points in only 10 minutes in @ game against the Cleveland Cavaliers (Dec. 30, 
1996) 
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ROY ROGERS 
Roy Rogers’ career was limited by a knee injury, but he still managed to see action with seven 
different NBA teams. In his 1996-97 rookie season with the Vancouver Grizzlies, Rogers led the 
team in blocked shots with 163, He ended his career in 2000, after spending time with Vancouver, 
the Boston Celtics, Toronto Raptors, Houston Rockets, Cleveland Cavaliers and Denver Nuggets. 
He also played four professional seasons in Europe from 2000-04, for teams in Russia, Italy, Greece 
and Poland. 


LATRELL SPREWELL 
Latrell Sprewell remains Alabama's most accomplished NBA player, with 16,712 career points. In 
his rookie season, Sprewell was the first Warrior to total 1,000 points, 250 rebounds, 250 assists, 
100 steals and 50 blocks in a season. During his time with the Warriors, he led the team in scoring 
four straight seasons including a career-high 24.2 points per game average during the 1996-97 
season, At 23, Sprewell became the youngest player since Isaiah Thomas (1984) selected to the 
All-NBA first team. He also made the team in 1994. Sprewell was voted to four NBA All-Star teams 
(1994, 1995, 1997, 2001). 


ERIC WASHINGTON 
Eric Washington ranked fourth among NBA rookies in 1997-98 with 44 three-point shots made and 
fifth in three-point percentage (.321). In his first career NBA start, Washington scored what ended 
up being his career-high 22 points and had three rebounds, against Seattle on Dec. 18, 1997, 
Washington spent time with the Orlando Magic, Denver Nuggets and Boston Celtics, finishing his 
career with a 6.9 points per game average. 


ENNIS WHATLEY 

Ennis Whatley originally was drafted in the first round by the Kansas City Kings but was traded 
that same day to the Chicago Bulls. He made his NBA debut with the Bulls in 1984. By the end 
of his career, Whatley had played for six teams. Of these six teams, one was the 1991-92 Western 
Conference champion Portland Trailblazers, who went on to lose the NBA Finals in six games 
versus Whatley's original team, the Chicago Bulls. 
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In addition to producing top-level NBA talent, 
Alabama also has a strong history of preparing 
players for international competition. Former 
Crimson Tide standouts not only have played 
professionally overseas, but they also have 
represented the United States in international 
tournaments.
